County Assessor Philip E. 
Watson today announced 
that the 1970-71 gross as- 
se.ssment roll has topped $19 
billion, an Increase of $1,- 
081,129,967 over last year. 

Watson said the prelimin¬ 
ary County assessment roll 
shows a net total of $18,364,- 
012,512, a gain of $1,071,- 
982,387 from the 1969 net to¬ 
tal of $17,292,030,125, an In¬ 
crease of 6.20 per cent over 
last year. 

This breaks down: Land, 
$7,53-3,485,375; Improvements, 
including fixtures, $8,950,- 
325,185; Personal Property, 
$2,527,669,662; less exemp¬ 
tions of $647,467,710. 

Additional taxable prop¬ 
erty on the roll Includes 
$133,903,860 In air craft 
(taxed at a fixed rate of 
$1.50 per $100 of value). 

The Assessor pointed out 
that the total figure in¬ 
cludes the homeowner ex- 
em,ptlons and business in¬ 
ventory exemptions. 

"The amount of revenue 
lost to the County by these 
exemptions will be reim¬ 
bursed by the State, some- 
thi.ng I have long advocated 
because all exemptions come 
into being by the act of the 
State Legislature,” Watson 
explained. 

The Los Angeles City as¬ 
sessment rolls, he an- 
nounced, showed a .net in¬ 
crease of $322,131,274 — a 
total of $7,154,636,509 for 
1970, compared to $6,832,505,- 
235 for 1969.

883,470,910; Improvement s, 
including fixtures, $3,617,- 
601,030; Personal Property, 
$918,945,414; less e x e mp- 
tions, $265,390,845. 

’The Assessor reminded all 
property ow.ners that Indi¬

county, will be published in 
the community .newspapers 
in early August.

have burned except for the 
quick action of the fire¬ 
fighters. 

Fire Chief Brown .said, "Al¬ 
though it is illegal for by¬ 
standers to become involved 
in fighting a fire, all of us 
wish to thank each and 
everyone that volunteered 
their services and helped the 
boys pull hose. They as¬ 
sisted greatly in helping to 
stop the fire from going any 
further,” and he concluded. 
"In the future, it you feel 
that wo need a.ssistance, 
please report to mo, or to 
any officer wearing a white 
hat; when you are sent in 
by these men you will be 
covered for insurance. Just 
write your name and ad¬ 
dress and telephone number 
o.n a piece of paper and 
hand it to the officer as you 
volunteer your services.” 

Fifteen Regular Firefight¬ 
ers and three Reserves an¬ 
swered the alarm. It was re¬ 
ported that two Firefighters 
were injured and one civi¬ 
lian, but not seriously. 

Fire Chief Charles Brown 
estimated the damage to 570 
Brookside at between $4,000 
and $4,500; 574 Brookside a 
complete loss, estimated be¬ 
tween $6,000 and $6,5<X), and 
576 Brookside at between 
$5,000 and ^,500, this in¬ 
cluded building and con¬ 
tents. 

At 10:02 a.m. the second 
alarm was sounded. Engine 
423 having been put back in 
service at 10:00 responded to 
the A1 Foxton Garage next 
to the service station on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. Response 
time from Mt. Trail and 
Sturtevant was 3 minutes to 
find smoke and flames with¬ 
in the garage building. 

Engine 384 from Arcadia, 
which was still in the Sierra 
Madre station on Mutual 
Aid standby, also responded', 
taking up position behind 
the 'garage by the Bobby 
Clark Auto Body Shop. Chief 
Charles Brown determined 
that this fire was caused by 
leaking gasoline from a 
motor under repair; the leak 
may have been occurring 
over a period of 24 to 48 
hours, building up fumes 


which were ignited by a 
pilot light from an overhead 
heater. 

Although very little dam¬ 
age was done to the concrete 
building, the truck and 
an automobile were scorched 
and a cabinet and part of 
its contents were burned. 
Chief Charles Brown esti¬ 
mated the fire loss at $500 
to $575 on build'!,ng and con¬ 
tents. 

After clean up of the area, 
Chief Brow.n ordered the 
men to the station for clean 
up and repair of equip¬ 
ment. With all equipment 
cleaned and back in order, 
the men were released at 
1:25 p.m. 

These were fire calls num¬ 
ber 46 and 47 for the cur¬ 
rent year as compared to 54 
calls at this time one year 
ago. 

Again at the hour of 4:51 
p.m. Monday, July 27th, 
your Volunteer Firefighters 
were called to their alarm 
number 48 for the year with 
a Mutual Aid Call to Pasa¬ 
dena at the corner of Mich- 
illinda and Sierra Madre 
Blvd'. where a car was on 
fire. 

Engine 424 answered the 
call and was at the scene 
in- two minutes and 25 sec¬ 
onds to find the fire was out 
on arrival with Pasadena 
F3re arriving 2 minutes later. 

’Twelve Regular Firefight¬ 
ers answered the alarm and 
two Reserves, they were re¬ 
leased by Fire Chief Charles 
Brown at 5:^ to return to 
the station to secure equip¬ 
ment.
